^Excited Wllhoat Cause. ' 

Cannes, South of France, Jan. 19. — 
The health of Mr. Gladstone is fairly 
satisfactory. He went out for a drive 
yesterday. 

London, Jan. 19. — There was a rumor 
to-day that Mr. Gladetone was seriously 
ill, the Pall Mall Ga7:ette announcing 
the matter thus: "With deep regret 
we learn on the iiioet excellent authority 
that Mr. Gladatone's health caueea the 
gravest anxiety to those with liiin. Hia 
sojourn at Cannes has not had tho eflect 
of fortifying hia strength, aa waa antici- 
pated." The newa i)lacard of the Pull 
Mall Gazette read : "The critical con- 
dition of Mr. Gladstone is announced 
and is causing much excitement." 

Mrs. Henry Gladstone and Mr. Geo. 
Armistead, an intimate friend of the 
family, were interviewed this afternoon 
regarding tbe state of Mr. Gladstone's 
health. Both aaid there was nothing in 
tbe latest information to justify the 
alarmiat reports. Mr, Gladstone ia Buf- 
fering from a return of his neuralgia, but 
a letter received this morning said he 
waa better, and hia phyeiciana are satia- 
fied with hia progress toward recovery. 

An official medical statement iesuei 
to-night re-asserts that there is no cause 
for alarm as to Mr. Gladstone's health, 
although it has not benefited aa much 
aa had been hoped at Cannes. The 
facial neuralgic pains peraist with daily 
fluctuations owiui: to tiie cold winds and 
wet weather, but the complaint ia quite 
local. Hia physical powers have not 
aufl'ered. His strength ia good, his ap- 
petite excellent, he joina the family at 
meals, and takea regular drives, weather 
permitting. It ia not true that the 
family physician has been summoned. 
Mr. and Mra. Henry Gladstone will go 
to Cannes on Sunday in accordance with 
an arransement made weeks ago. Lord 
Stewart Rendel (with whom ivir. Glad- 
stone is visiting) telegraphed to-night 
at 8 :40 that Mr. Gladstone's health was 
unchanged.

Ottawa, Jan. 19. — " Free miuera' " 
certificatea, which every man who in- 
teuda mining in the Yukon must take 
out at a price of $10 per head, will be 
ready for the public in a day or two. 
Personal application will be required on 
the part of those desiring them, aa cet- 
tiflcates rauat be countersigned by the 
applicant in the preeence of the iesaer. 
In Toronto, Montreal, Victoria and Van- 
couver these licenaea will be iaaued hy 
collectors of cuatoms. In Winnipeg, 
Calgary, Edmonton, Prince Albert and 
Kamloopa, by the agent of Dominion 
lands. Inspectors of Mounted Police in 
Yukon as well as gold commissionera 
will be clothed with authority to ieaua 
these licenaea. Similar provision will 
be made for acquirini; them in England 
at the ollice of the High Commissioner 
in London and agents for Canada in Liv- 
erpool, Dublin and Glaegow. 

The customs department will at once 
aend an officer to tbe Dalton trail.

CROWDING THE RUSSIANS. 

Great Britain Demands for China Free 
Access to Manchuria. 

Peki.v, Jan. 19.— The Tsnng li Yanei 
(Chinese foreign office) have had another 
conference on the subject of the loan, 
which is still unsettled. Besides the 
right to extend the Burmah railway 
through the Kunyan province (tbe most 
Bouthweeteru province). Great Britain 
aeka tbe right to build railwnya through 
the province of Szeschuan and a third 
treaty port is demanded, tho identity of 
which is no doubt Usiang Yin, situated 
in the anti-foreign province of Huuan, 
which Japan proposed to open at tho 
lime of the Shimoneseki negotiations. 
The proposed opening of the port of 
Talieuwan (on Laitung peninaula, and 
north of Port Arthur, a position which 
would command tbe railway connecting 
Port Arthur with North Manchuria) 
continues to be the chief difficulty, 
KuBSia desiring to keep the whole of 
Manchuria for herself. Neither power 
is willing to yield this point, and the 
question is no longer a commercial one, 
but haa become political. 

Yokohama, Jan. 19.— The British bat- 
tleahip Centurion, flagahlp of the British 
squadron in Ghineae waters, haa arrived 
at Nagasaki. 

The organ of the government re- 
proaches RuBsia, Germany and France 
for following a selfish policy in the Far 
Jvist, and adds: "Japan will avoid 
alliances, but ehe ia prepared to act 
vigorously or fot man alliance for peace." 

Zola's Defence. 
■ Paris, Jan. 19.— It ia aaid that Emile 
Zola baa prepared hia defence, and will 

call 2r)0 witnesses, including handwrit- 
iii;: e.'ciierta, when tried for publicly ac- 
cusing a number of French officers of 
perjury in connection with the Dreyfus 
proceedings.

Upwards of a ton of epecimeuB that 
had been iiecumuhilint; iu tlie office of 
the Roasland Miner were recently sent 
to the Trail smelter for assay. It was a 
conglomeration of minerals from all over 
Kootenajr, and many ottier mining coim- 
tries were represented, but the predom- 
inating feature of the collection waa the 
many exquisite samples of "iron cap." 
These weighed close to a ton, and the 
balance of the shipment comprised some 
of the prettiest specimens that could be 
found anywhere. Among these waa a 
Blab of Le Roi from the COO -foot level, 
exhibiting the mine's peculiar calcito 
Btreaii. There was much interested 
speculation around the oflice as to 
what the shipment would go, and 
guesses ranged all the way from $S to 
$80 per ton. The shipment weighed 
2,200 ponnda, and the returns were aa 
follows: Gold, .55 ounce per ton; silver, 
1.5 ounces per ton; copper, 1.1 ounces 
per ton J lead, no returns. The groas 
value of the consignment waa $14. 'J3, 
which, lesB freight and treatm.en t charges 
made the net letums $2.83. 

Kalama is the new name for Goat 
Landing or Armstrong's Landing, the 
point on Ivootenay lake where supplies 
for construction o'f the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway are landed, and it now has a 
population of nearly four hundred peo- 
ple. Mr. F. E. Archer, of Kaalo. has 
opened up a general merchandise store 
there, which will be in charge of Charles 
Wright, recently of Chicago, and a 
cousin of Mr. A rcher. The new town is 
said to have a fair site, and by spring it 
ia thought will have quite a population. 

Dan Dunn, well known throughout 
the Slocan.diatrict as a former contractor 
on the Nakusp and Slocan railway, died 
r^ently at New Denver of acute Bright'a 
disease. He bnilt the extension of the 
N. & S. from Three Forkj to Sandon, 
and had been a contractor onBocky 
Mountain divisions of the O.P.E. When 
the representative of Harper's Magazine 
toured the Eo-'kijs, he sent with his de- 
scriptive article to that periodical a por-- 
trait of Dunn as the typical eub-cou- 
tractor, generous, kind and helpful. 

The Columbia Kiver Co. have pur- 
chased the buainesa, plant, limits and 
all proprietary interests o( the Golden 
Lumber Co., and the two buBinessea will 
hereafter be run as one concern. The 
deal lias been completed after two 
months of negotiations. The head office 
of the company will be at the Beaver in 
accordance with the Columbia River 
Co.'s Dominion charter. Mr. M. Carlin, 
who was formerly managerof the Golden 
Lumber Oo.'b business, and lately man- 
ager for the Columbia River Co., will be 
managerof the combined concern, and 
W. G. Neilaon will be eecretary-treas- 
arer. The company intend developing 
their businesa extensively, and will have 
half a dozen lumber campa at work dur- 
ing the winter. S. Barber, who has been 
secretary of the Golden Lumber Co., 
will probably go into business in West 
Kooteuay. 

The Aehcroft Water Worka and Elec- 
tric Light Company have begun active 
work at Harper's mill and have all ma- 
chinery, lumber, etc., ordered for a first- 
class plant and if the weather ia favor- 
able ninety days from now will see thia 
project well along towards completion. 
Power will be taken from the BouapHne 
and a pump witli laree capacity wilt liU 
a reservoir on the hillside, 200 feet above 
the level of the rivjr. Water will be 
eupplied the rB^identg and hueiness 
liO\iees of Ashcroft at lis cheap ratCH as 
can be afl'jrded, anil above all a splendid 
lire protection aa well. 

The Trail Creek News says: "The 
Trail smelter is working away at a great 
rate, and everything on Smelter hill in 
running smoothly. The Le Roi ore has 
quit coming to Trail, and ia now being 
treated in the United States, but its 
place has been taken by other ores, and 
it is being demonstrated that the Le Roi 
is not the only mine in British Columbia. 
There are others. The greater portion 
oi the ores now being treated in Trail 
come from the Centre Star and Iron 
Mask, of RoBsland, and Porto Rico, of 
Ymir." 

R. A. Brown, of Grand Forks, has con- 
cluded a deal whereby the farnoua Siiu- 
eet copper pro])erty in tlie Similikamoeu 
country wUl piies into the hands of a 
Rossland company. Ho atatea that he 
is Racrilicing the property in order to 
procure funda to clear up hia title on the 
Volcanic mine, whicli is the subject of 
inucli litigation. Tlio Suneet ia one of 
the ricneat cojjper propositions in the 
Weat, assaying as high as 78 per cent, 
copper. 

J. Lawler Woods has captured Roas- 
land for a .fCOO illustrated write-up in 
the coming book, " Canada from Ocean 
to Ocean." There are to* be twelve 
illustrations. It is understood that 
Rossland is to get a complete conserva- 
tive write-up of the city and camp, in 
addic .^n to the illustrations. 



EVENTS OF VANC0U7EB. . 

Epidemic of Thugs and Sneak Thieves— Mr. 
Templeton's Funeral, 

Vancouver, Jan. 19.— (Special)— Three 
citizens of Billinga, Montana, have ar- 
rived in Vancouver, and proceeded by 
steamer Goquitlam to Skag way. They 
take eleven dogs with them, and will 
proceed by dog train to the Interior. 

The city seems to be overrun with 
thugs and sneak thieves. IJuring Ihe 
past week a great many petty burglaries 
have taken place. INIoat of the thiovea 
have entered bedrooms and secured 
watches and money as booty, The 
chicken coops have nloo Buflered very 
much, and one caao of highway robbery 
is reported, an elderly man being 
knocked down close to the residence of 
II. Abbott, and his watch taken. 

The ofliciala of the customs, inland 
revenue, and other civil service depart- 
ments, tendered a banquet to Mr. John 
Turner Iftat- evening, prior to bis de- 
parture to assame tne aatiea of collector 
of customs at Glenora. 

Mrs. Templeton, widow of the late 
William Templeton, has received mes- 
sages of condolence from all public 
bodies in Vancouver, ^.a well as from 
the council of the city of New Wesl- 
mlnater. 

The steamer Goquitlam sailed for 
Dyea and Skagway to-night. She has 
a full complement of freight and passen- 
gers. Several parties are takint; updoy;8 
and horses. Amongst the freight iB 
75,000 feet of lumber and 20,000 stiiiiijloa. 

The funeral of the late \Vm. Temple- 
ton took place to-day from the family 
residence on Barclay street. For two 
hours all businesa houses were closed, 
and for the second time in a short period 
Vancouver mourned a moat prominent 
and highly rsapeoted citizen. The Mayor 
and members of the late and present 
council and civic officials attended in a 
body. All the achoola were closed and 
the school board, teachers and senior 
scholars were present. The police force, 
fire department and local Orangemen 
also attended in a body. The gathering 
of citizens waa very large, The Fifth 
Regiment band waa present at the sug- 
gestion of Lieut. -Col. WorBnop, The 
funeral was one of the largest ever seen 
in Vancovver.

THE DAWSON EXCURSION. 

First of tlis Ofncial Parties to Leave Port-

— It ia now pro- 
posed to start the government Yukon 
relief expedition from here on the 
steamer George W. Elder, which sails 
for Skagway on February 1, Major 
Jacobs, of the Vancouveribarracks, has 
engaged transportation on the Elder for 
SO men, 200 tons of supplies and 30 
mules. The remainder of • the mules 
will not be shipped until a week later, aa 
the Elder's apace has all been engaged.

Everything was awept 
clean on both sides of Kaud street, from 
Staley avenue above the Elite theatre, 
and a portion of Broadway, This in- 
cludes th(! f)oat oflice and poine of the 
largest stores, and will entail a loss close 
up to .$01)0,001).

SAN DOMINGO EARTHQUAKES. 

Santiago and Porto Plata Severely Shaken 
and the Inhabitants Bailly 
Scared. 

Nkv/ Yoi!k, Jan, 19. — The Clyde line 
steamer Cherokee arrived to-day from 
ports in San Domingo, She brings the 
latest intelligence regarding the recent 
earthquakes which have occurred with 
frequency since December 29 last. Great 
damage has been caused throaehont the 
whole country, and the inhabitants were 
driven from their homes in panic. At 
0:45 on the morning of December 29 the 
people on the northern part of the 
island were suddenly startled by a very 
severe trembling of the earth, lasting 
fully twcnty-flve seconds, 

At Porto Plata and surronnding neigh- 
borhood, including the inland town of 
Santiago, the first shock was most sev- 
erely felt and caused the greatest ex- 
citement among the people. Women 
and children could be seen in the grow- 
ing daylight rushing from the houses in- 
to the streets madly crying out to be 
eaved, some kneeling in the open streets 
invoking the aid of their saints, and all 
were panic-stricken from fear of bodily 
harm from falling timbers and swaying 
walls, which seemed sure to fall, /glue- 
ing nauseating sensations. 

The small town of Porto Plata and 
the larger one of Santiago were aoon in 
an uproar with the shrieks of horror- It 
ia calculated that the dama;;o amounts 
to .$25,000 in Porto Plata alone. 

The Central Domingan railroad suf- 
fered very severely, traffic being inter- 
rupted since the occurrence of the earth- 
quakes. 

The submarine cable to Hayti was also 
the victim of seismitic movements, 
thereby interrupting coiomunication. 

In Santiago a number of churches 
V ere rendered dangerous for use, aud 
iiiiirit. be rebuilt. 

The government buildings were dam- 
aged to a great extent, arid will netd 
great repairs, if not complete rebuilding. 

The grand edifice at Santa Cerro, one 
of the oldest in tbowuatern hemisphere, 
and dating from the time of Columbus, 
waa entirely destroyed, 

Walked on Thin Ice.

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A GA.LAXY OF SUNS.

It appears now to be a, definitely ea- 
tabliehed ' f act;tbat!:'obr. bbq ia one of the 
myriads of stare which compose the 
milky way, aad forma part of that won- 
(lerfnl assemblage of worlds which are 
t;ollected together in one great band, or 
oucirclinK belt, completely Rirdlint; our 
fiolar nyetem aa with a luminoiia cloud. 
But this appiu'ent cloud of light is a v:ist 
multitude of brilliant Buna, many prob- 
ably exceeding our sun in Rizo and bril- 
liancy, for our luminary ia but of about 
the Boconci or third magnitude, — and 
probably all of thern centres of syetems, 
inving planets, comets and other great 
bodies revolving round them. Th#uum- 
ber of these auma is utterly beyond the 
reach of our calculation, beyond even 
the capacity of our finite mind to 
grasp. Herachel, with the inade- 
quate means at hia dispoaal, esti- 
mated the number at about 18,000,000. 
and a later calculation estimated the 
nambej: in a space equal to a tenth part 
of the moon as bein^ 5,000; but with 
the more modern apphancea nov/ at our 
coinmimd, which enable us to ponetrate 
deeper nud deeper into space, the imm- 
bttra must Ije iudellnitely incroaaed ; for 
tiie greater the magnifying power, the 
greater the number of stars revealed. 
Bat aU these star?, thougli a))parently 
80 close tu each other, ure oeparated by 
distances bo great, thai even light, travel- 
ling at the rate of i;)2,0()0 miles a eccjcd 
would rHijuire several years (oisu aftron- 
oiiier estimates eleven and a linlf) to per 
form the journey from one star of the 
pa'axy to ano her, and in all probability 
the view o; the milky way fiom any 
of the other stars compjsing it would be 
precisely the same as from our own 
earth, our sun being to them but a min 
ute telescopic point in the midst of a 
cloud of other luminosities. 

And not our sun only, but the other 
nearer etara are believed to form part of 
that great e;irdle, the more dietant stel- 
lar bodies probably forming part of 
other great asaemblages of auus, the 
limits and bounds of which are far be- 
yond the reach of our vision or compre- 
hension. 

Jn order adequately to form aomo con- 
ception of the glories of the midnight 
sky, it is necessary to ascend a fairly 
high mountain ; for when viewed through 
a leas dense atmosphere the brilliancy of 
the scene ia necessarily vaatly enhanced. 
The great vault of heaven ia thence seen 
in all its splendor and magnificence; the 
innumerable scintillating worlds burn- 
ing with unwonted lire, darting their 
rays in rapid alternationa of glittering 
coruscations of light, now almost azure 
blue, now a vivid green, a dazzling ruby, 
01 an amethystine violet. Other stars 
with perhaps lesa frequent flaahes 
of light, but almost equal beauty, 
present fewer gradations of vibra- 
ting color, the whole star being 
of a pronounced and' distinctive hue 
bright carmine, as Eta in Perseus; bur- 
nished gold, aa Gamma in the I^ion, with 
its close companion of a vivid emerald 
green; cerulean blue, as Delta in the 
iSerpent, thia star also having a com- 
pjinion of the same striking tint; or aa 
Kappa in Pegasus, another double star, 
one being a silvery white, the compan- 
ion of blood red ; with many another of 
a varied shade of color, all shining out 
clear and bright from the great over- 
Itangiug canopy of heaven, and glitter- 
ing in resplendent laatre of radiating 
flashes of colored fire. And .encircliog 
all thia .eSalgent display is that great 
band of distant auns, now far brighter 
and more Inminoua than when observed 
through the denser atmosphere of the 
plains, which though obstructing the 
more vivid rays of light which have 
dished unimpeded through the u'ther, 
yet by diiTaaing the aolar light, renders 
it bettor adapted to illumine the world. 

Now it ia quite certain that ail these 
great tiery orbs were not created in order 
to impart a little more light to our 
nights, a very small satellite would have 
given a better illumination. And it is 
equally certain that they were not form- 
ed for nought, for nothing in creation 
was formed without some purpoae. May 
we not then be sure that, like our own 
sun, they are all centres of habitable 
globes, to be the homes of intelligible 
beings like ouraelvea, owning the aame 
uo 1 as we do, and if, aa is to be feared, 
Hooafi have fallen like ourselvea, restored 
to iriis favor throu/h the inadiation of 
the eaiue Saviour, who eo honored tliifi 
earth aa to select it, aniougst the count- 
legs myriads of worlds, aa that on which 
He, liy dying in the atead of sinnera, for 
"Christ having died once dieth no 
more," conferred the option of an in- 
heritance in tlioae glorio\i.i realniB, 
iiniongat the ecstatic pleaauroa of which 
will douijtloaa ba inclujled the perniis- 
aion and ability to viait on angel-wing 
all ttieae gloriou.i works of the Ureat 
Creator.

This is tbo story of a man who did. 
riicro wore men at that time -who 
didn't) and tbey 'were as honest in their 
actions, perhaps, as the others who did. 
It was luoro or lo.s.s n question of view- 
point. But this Olio niuii might havo 
turned the other way and been less 
blamable than many of his fellows. 

Uncle Sam turns out each year how, 
fis ho did 00 yc:iry ago, a lot of youu;^ 
le.llowa who .swear allc^'iauiH) to lii.s 
-orviuo aud then go forth un sea and 
plain to duties involviuf,' iii;uilint'ss, 
courage aud liurdiliood. To their glorj', 
bo it said, there are no fuukors. Tno 
sorvice today is easier, however, tlian it 
v>':ts back in 18(i0, and there is not the 
stnan of sectiniial fteliuLf anK)iig Iho 
oliieirs that ilisrupted many a ine.sH in 
tl'.at other time.

Iu 
making acknowledgmcut of his courtesy 
on page 400 of tho third volume, receut- 
ly published, they write him dowm as 
Mr. \V. li. Smith of Cincinnati. Thero 
cau bu no reasonable doubt that a IMr. 
W, R. Smith does rosido iu Oiucinuati. 
P(Th:ip.s several of them. But tho Mr. 
W. R. Smith who po:ssesses au original 
Burns mauu.sw'ip,", resides and for 'V.i 
years has resided in Washington city as 
superiutoudeut of tho botanical gardens. 
At present, farthermore, he Is piresident 
of tho Society of American Florists, aud 
for over a generation ho has been wide- 
ly known in thi.s country as (lie friend 
of iiumy distinguished men. lie has al- 
ways beeu at home to them in his little 
red brick cottage, which nestles well 
hidden just uudor tho white majesty of 
the capitol aud at peace in the green 
plant world of its own. 

TIk! tre:isiu'i^ of this hnr.sn, a.s it is tho 
pride of his heart, ha.s long biien his 
liums collection, which fills a small 
room apart from hia general libr:uy. 
How interesting this collection is may 
bi! inferr';d from his own statement that 
it contains ~U() separate dated editions 
of Burns out of tho (iOO editions which 
hn sJiys have been published throughout 
tho world. To this treasure house of lii.s 
beloved poet ho expects to add other vol- 
umes, to bo obtained from the Mitchell 
library of Gla.sgow, which leads all 
others ui Durn.siana. The affection with 
wliieh ho still jdans for tho further en- 
riclimeut of his hoard is a passion that 
began iu youth. The first shillings ho 
over earned, ho says, .were captured at 
a village school e.'>.iiniination. In the 
dreadful piescneo of the dominie and 
thu miui:-ter the cla.ss had beeu called 
up to reeito, member by member, stau/.a 
iu turn. Gray's "Blegy. " They soon 
.stuck. "You go on with dux," coni- 
luandcd the dominie. (_io on with it he 
did, and two shillings were laid in his 
palm for this feat of memory, where- 
upon he took to his heels and spent his 
prize tor his first volume of Bobbie. 

Among his rare editions be reckons 
ono published at Alesaudria, Va., iu 
]8i:j, during tho war with England. 
Only two copies of this, Lo says, aro 
known to bu in existeuce. Another is 
the first American edition, another is 
the second American edition, to which 
belon.gefl the \Vashington copy now own- 
ed by Repre.sr^iitativo Cabell of Illinois 
and li(dd to lie jjriceles.s. As to tho liual 
disposition of bis Burns library, he 
thought at one tiuio of .sending it to a 
Masonic institution in Kentucky, owing 
to his friendship for the late Senator 
Beck of that state, another rugged 
Scotchman who.-:!? portndt hangs on the 
library wall. Hu has since thought of 
li:aving it to Princeton college out of 
regard for the late Presiflenfc McCosh. 
But his proforonco is to have it housed 
ur last in Washington, in a room that 
he would likri Mr. Andrew C:irnegie to 
build fur it thero instead of tho one tho 
milliouaire is understood to have offer- 
ed to build iu Pittsburg, It would bo a 
pity ever to have tho collection removed 
from Washington, whore it is so ofteu 
visited. When Craibo Angus wanted 
the loan of if for tho liurns celebration 
at (Ma.-gow, Mr. Smith deciiiK.d to send 
it, being loath to disappoint his Amer- 
icau visitors. In this connection be 
(luoted'with .some feeling a remark once 
made by a niece of Burns, "A .Scoteh- 
nian always begins b.v linding f;mlt 
with my umle, but the j\merieans — 
they never liud f;uilt with him." A 
Scotclinian must come to this country, 
insisted Mr. Smith, to find out wdiat it 
means to love the poots of Scotland. — 
"Chronicle and Comment" in Bookman.

A rreont report from Nebraska stated 
tluit ;i llcjck of from 76 to 100 wild, or 
I);is::eii.Lrer, i;i;;eonshad been seen in that 
Ft:ite. This will bo interesting news to 
those \v'ho rrnieiuber th<' birds when 
they (lew in countless thousands liko 
dark rivers across the sky during the 
spring migrations. Some gri/.zled old 
tr:iii;iers, who reguhirl.y followed the 
flight of jiigeons and iK^tted them by 
thoiis;!ud:: per wei'k, luive for ye;;rs gouo 
on h(ij)iug :ig;unsr liojio that the flights 
of pi_L;eous had merely been diverted 
from tlio old routes and that the birds 
would Komo day reappear iu all their 
former numbers. This idea, of course, 
is erroneous. The pigeons are not haunt- 
ing inaccessible sections of tlie country. 
They have been destroyed. During tho 
early autumn of 1887 I .shot a lone pi- 
geon, a male of that year, near tho city 
of Kau (Jlaire, Wis., and a few day;< 
Liter 1 s;:w a flot:k of perhaps 2'> hirdn 
flying low near whcro I had shot the 
single one. In March,' 1804, while trav- 
eling by train near London, Ont. , I 8.aw 
four pigpouH flying cast. The day was 
very niiid, with a warm rain falling, 
and tho pigeons passed in plain viov>' 
from tho car window. It was just tho 
sort of day wo used to deem tho best 
for pigeons iu the long ago when ono 
gun could bag more birds than a man 
could carry. — Ed. W. Sandys in Out- 
ing. _•

WRO IS TO BLAME? 

The Colonist ia informed that the 
Chief of Police lays the blame of hie in 
action in the matter of the social evil 
upon the City Oonncil, and alao that in 
the case of one of the sabjects mentioned 
by Bev. J. C. Speer in his first sermon 
on thia aabject, he took occaeion to se- 
verely censure the informant. He is 
alleged to have said that he knows the 
gravity of the evil complained of and is 
powerleaa to prevent it. Tbia ia a very 
eerions etatement to make. We print 
it becanae it cornea to aa from a aoarce 
which entitles it to every conaideration, 
and vithoQt Srat consulting with the 
Chief of Police, becauae it is important 
that matters of thia kind shall not be 
glossed over, but shall be given to the 
pablic just as they are discussed in pri- 
vate. We shall be ^lad to give the Chief 
of Police the name of our informant, and 
to print bis reasons for permitting the 
scandalous publicity which is given in 
Victoria to a certain element of the com- 
mnnity. 

It has been frequently and opeply said 
that the evil complained of is beyond 
ramedy. That ia nonaenae. Those whoae 
Gondnct is complained of are living on- 
der conditions that makes them liable 
to proEecution at any time, and they 
know if, A word from those in author- 
ity will have the deaired effect instantly. 
That word should be spoken without de- 
lay, and in a manner that shows it to be 
meant. 

We do not believe that Victoria is a 
specially immoral city; but it has gained 
an nnenviable notoriety because the ele- 
ment referred to is allowed to make itself 
a very conspicuoiiB feature of the com- 
mnnity. The Colo.nist has been told 
that there is no nee trying to bring about 
a change in thia respect. That ia all 
rnbbiah, There will be a change just the 
moment the police anthoritiea realize 
that public opinion demands a change. 
It is idle for any one to say that the 
po'.ice are pDwerless; because the Chief 
of Police can abate the nuisance in 
twenty-four hours. 

Oar position on this question is this : 
There will always be in thia or any other 
community an element of the kind re- 
ferred to, but it should be kept as incon- 
epicnouB as poeeible. The evil t fleet 
produced by jierinitting richly dressed 
women of ill-repute to exhibit them- 
eelves in the most conspicuous positions 
is incalculable. It poisons the mind of 
the yonng. Girla growing up and seeing 
thia aort of thing tolerated are apt, 
especially when thrown more or less 
upon their own resources, as bo many 
girls are nowadays, to conclude that the 
evil cannot be as black as it is painted, 
and in this way a poison enters the soul. 
The Colonist ia not fanatical on this 
subject, but in the name of the purity of 
the young girls of Victoria it demands 
in Btant and resolute action On the part 
of the police authorities. 

THE CANADA EASTERN. 

There ia considerable diecuBsion in the 
liaatern papers over the proposal to pur- 
chase the Canada Eaatern railway. Thia 
railway cxtenda from Chatham, N.B., to 
Frederioton in the same province, cross- 
ing the Intercolonial railway. It has at 
least one branch lino. In nil the mile- 
age ia 1136 miles. The important saw- 
mill and cotton mill town of Marysvillo 
ii on the line. Tlio railway runs through 
aa agricultural and lumbering section. 
It is S;Tery easy TOBd to maintain. Its 
basiaeBa bais grown steadily from the 
day of conatruotion, and there ia not 
much doubt that it ia a fairly good piece 



of railway property. It is said to pay 
its way, and doubtless if operated in 
connection with the Intercolonial rail*- 
way could be given more business and 
would not be any burden to the tax- 
payers. We believe all these proposi- 
tiona are admitted ; yet there is con- 
siderable opposition to the proposed 
purchase. If the coat of the line to the 
government, in the event of a purchase 
has been agreed upon, we have not seen 
the figures. The road, as it stands, cost 
i ts present owners $2,045,433i The prin- 
cipal owner ia Mr. Alexander Gibson, of 
Marysville, one of the most extensive 
business men in Canada. 

There does not appear to be anything 
to Bay against the proposed purchase 
from a buaineas point of view ; but a 
question ariaea, and it mast be faced at 
once, aa to whether the policy of extend- 
ing ' the Intercolonial system by the 
acquisition of branch lines ia to prevail. 
It was tho policy of Sir John Macdonald 
to grant bonussea to railwaya that, when 
constructed, would become feeders to 
the Intercolonial. Thia was generally 
recognized aa judicioua. For a time the 
Intercolonial looked very much like a 
white elephant upon tho hands of the 
government, and there is no doubt that 
the policy of aiding in tho conatruction 
of branch lines contributed materially to 
the increase of busiaeas for the gov' 
ernment road, as well as to the develop 
mont of the districts through which they 
were built. The Toronto Globe gives 
the mileage of tho roads bo constructed 
at 993.25 miles, and tlio cost at near'y 
.«;2O,0O0.O0O. Towards this cost tne Do- 
minion government contributed upwards 
of $3,000,000 and the provincial govern 
ments conaidefably more. The greater 
part of the balance waa raised by tin 
selling of bonds, very little being actu 
ally put up by the people who held the 
charters. 

We think before the people of Canada 
are asked to ratify any agreement to 
purchase the Canada Eastern, they 
should be told what they are to under- 
stand by it. If it is a single proposition 
involving nothing more and committing 
the country to no line of policy, difrerent 
considerations will prevail to those that 
must be taken into account if this pur' 
chaae ia the first step in the inaugura 
tion of a policy under which the govern' 
ment will become tho owners of all lines 
biiilt as feeders to tho .Intercolonial. Sir 
John Macdonald gave the country the 
policy of aiding the construction of 
feeders. Are we to understand Mr. 
Blair us intending to inaugurate the 
policy of buying these feeders and so 
making the Intercolonial a great system, 
with branch lines extending in all direc 
tiona? This is a matter of very grave 
importance. It will iuvolve' millions 
and that, too, at a time when there are 
parts of the country calling for aid in 
railway construction. This is the chief 
pbaaa of the subject upon which we 
would like to be enlightened. We are 
by no means averse to seeing the Inter 
colonial put upon the best possible basis 
from tho railway standpoint. We do 
not wish, however, to see the interests 
of other parts of the Dominion even tem' 
porarily sacrificed to attain that object 

MINEES' LTCENSES. 

We reprint an editorial from the 
Kootenaian, heading and all, in order 
that Colonist readers may get an exact 
idea of what aome people regard as a 
proper way to deal with political ques 
tions, and in order that the beauty of 
the Kootenaian's lauRuage may lend 
what force it may to its argument. In 
regard to the special subject dealt with, 
we may say that when the question of 
the abolition of miners' licenses was bo 
fore the legislature last winter, it was 
well known that the government were 
ready, if the house wished, to exempt 
workmen in mines from the operation of 
the law; but it was represented by per- 
sons well able to speak for those par- 
ticularly interested that the tax was not 
unreasonable in the conditions then ex- 
isting in Koolenay, because the amount 
of the licenses was all that the great 
majority of workmen paid into the rev- 
enue of the province, and it was reason- 
able that they should pay something. It 
ia an open secret that if there 
had iicon any strong pressure from 
the working miners tliemaelves 
last winter for tho removal of 
the tax the government would have 
cheerfully met it; but no such demand 
was forthcoming and the tax was al- 
lowed to remain for tlu time being. We 
do not think that there is tho slightest 
probability of the tax being extended to 
cover tho case of tho coal miner; but we 
can discover no reason why " the coal 
barons " ahould trouble their heads 
about the matter one way or the other 
any more than that any other citizen 
ahould do so. There would be no justice 
in imposing anch a tax upon men who 
work in coal minea. We concede freely 
that there is no justice in imposing such 
a tax upon those wlio aimply are work- 
men in mines, who have come into the 
country with the intention of remaining 
here. 'The law under which the license 
is imposed was framed under conditions 
very different to those now existing in 
the province. Then Iho only mining 
which anyone had in contemplation, 
except coal mining, was placer mining, 
and it was cDncedel to be reasonable 
that every man engaged in placer min- 
ing 1 should be required to take out a 
license in order to meet the cost of ad'^ 
ministering the government and provid- 
ing public worka in the localities where 
his operations were. When quartz min- 
ing began, the lawwap on the statute 



book and it has been allowed to remain 
there, and during the eailier stages of 
this industry, when every workman waa 
a prospector when he had a day ofiF, the 
tax was reasonable. Now that quartz 
mining ia a aettled industry, the case is 
altered, and we submit for the considera- 
tion of the legislature whether, if the 
government proposes to remove the tax 
from mine operatives, it ought not to be 
lone. We do. not think it would be ad- 
visable to abolish the license fee as a 
prerequisite to locating claims. 

We overlooked the question which the 
Times propounded night before last. 
The expression which vye characterized 
as a gross inaalt to the court ia contained 
inaaentence in its leading article "en- 
titled " Contempt of Court," and ia aa 
follows: "We notice that the local 
morning paper continues to disregard 
tho law in this matter, but aa conditions 
are in this province at the 
present time, doubtless it docs 
so under ample safe conduct." When a 
paper states that another paper has 
ample safe conduct to commit what in 
the case of any other papet would bo a 
contempt of court, it deliberately insults 
the court, unleaa it can prove what it 
says. Wo say that tho Tiraoa iutended 
its language to convey the moaning that 
the courts of tbia province will permit 
the Colonist to do what they will not 
permit any other paper to do, and we 
characterize such a thine as a con- 
temptible and gratuitous insult to the 
judiciary. 

The Inland Sentinel has issued a map 
showing routes from Kamloops to Teslin 
Lake. It is a very clear map, and its 
publication ahows a great deal of enter- 
prise upon tho part of our contempor- 
ary. But we have a question or two to 
ask. The map shows by a red line a 
trail from Hazleton to Telegraph Creek, 
and upon it are the words, " Now Open." 
Does the Sentinel say that this trail is 
6pen, and if ao will it tell us when it was 
opened? Our impression is, and we 
have BO stated, that although this trail 
waa opened some years ago, it has since 
wholly grown up with trees and must, be 
recut. If this is not true, we would like 
to be so informed. If the Sentinel has 
any information upon this point, baa it 
any objection to stating specifically what 
it is, and tlie name of its informant? 
There is also a red lino drawn across the 
country from the Skeena, ami on it are 
the words, "Open Kiver Naviialion." 
Will the Sentinel explain what theae 
words mean in that place?

WHAT SAY YOUR MASTKRS? 

Has tho Victoria Colonist received 
any iatimation as yet from its maatejs 
as to whether or not they will permit 
tho government of British Columbia to 
abolish the tax upon the working miner 
during the coming session of the local 
leijialature? It ia certainly incongruoua 
that the miner drilling hia way ^to'a vein 
of any mineral, aave coal, ahould be com- 
pelled to pay a yearly tax to the govern- 
ment, while the' coal cutter goes scot 
free. The incongruity has been allowed 
10 continue, because the masters of the 
Colonist and of the Turner government 
were not prepared to give up tl:eir spe- 
cial immunities. If the tax has been a 
juat one in the past, the principle should 
be continued and extended aa a legiti- 
mate and profitable source of revenue. 
But it will not be so arranged. The lax 
will not be extended to tho coal minor. 
Tho barons would not permit that. But 
as a Bop at the eleventh hour to catch 
votea, if possible, a too subservient gov- 
ernment may be permitted to remove it 
from the miner of minerals other than 
coal. — Kootenain. 



Persons going to Yukon muat have 

mining licenses, and as these can only 
bo obtained from tlie inspectors of 
Mounted Police and Gold CommiBsion- 
era in tho Yukon country, it will follow 
that moat people will wish to secure 
them before going North,, ao aa to avoid 
delay or the necessity of going out of 
their way to find these officers. This 
aids one more to the advantages of out- 
fitting in Canadian cities. Licenses can 
begot in Victoria and Vancouver, and 
nowhere else on the coast, of which fact 
everyone should take due notice, and 
govern themselves accordingly. 

The reported illness of Rt. Hon. Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone will evoke much 
sympathy. Differ as people may aa to 
the wisdom of the policy championed by 
the venerable statesman during late 
years, no one will withhold from him 
credit for being one of the greatest men 
of the century.

The inquest takes place 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock, at the city 
hall, and in the meantime the police aro 
trying to trace the person who threw the 
body into the water.

three wool night robes; one suit chamois 
underwear ; one suit of corduroy or mac- 
kinaw clotti (jacket, short skirt and 
bloomers); one fur or heavy wool ulster; 
one fur or heavy wool cap or hood; two 
pairs fur or fieavy wool mittens; two 
pairs hair seal moccasins or leggings; 
two pairs Arctics ; one pair long rubber 
boots; one pair heavy leather boots; one 
pair lighter leather boots; two wool 
sweaters; two pairs heavy wool blank- 
ets; one rubber blanket; medicine chest, 
mosquito net, silk mulller, handker- 
chiefs, etc. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to remark that nearly every item in the 
above list can be purchased more advan- 
tageously here than in the cities of the 
Sound.

The nucleus of an "upper ten " society 
will be formed in the Yukon country 
shortly, if the stannch and speedy steam 
yacht Irene, which is now on her way 
out here from England with a party of 
rich young Englishmen, does not meet 
with any mishap. 

Of all the unique gold hunting parties 
that will go into the Northern country 
this spring, perhaps none will attract 
such widespread attention as this.' The 
membora will be conveyed to the land of 
ice and gold by one of the speediest and 
handsomest steam yachts of GreatBritain, 
they will be surrounded by every luxury 
that money can buy; and will dream 
sweet dreams of the riches awaiting 
them, which they really don't need, but 
will seek for the excitement lafTorded, to 
the strains of a first class string band 
they are carrying with them. 

A letter was received by Mr. T. S. 
Bale, of this city, conveying full particu- 
lars as to the personnel and intentions of 
this peculiarly constituted contingent of 
gold seekers. Several months ago the 
Klondvke fever struck Liverpool, Eng., 
and the contagion reached not only 
the masses, bat also the wealthy 
men of that famous sea port. 
Mr. Lionel Hart, son of the well know 
African merchant, was one of the first to 
take the fever and for several months he 
has been organizing a party of young 
men of rich parents to visit, prospect and 
invest in the Yukon country. He was 
signally succeaefal, for twenty young 
men, all with brilliant prospects by 
right of heritage, will accompany him. 
Among these are Neil Gossage, son of 
the millionaire soap manufacturer: 
Fred, and Arthur Tait, of the Tait Sugar 
Refining Co. ; J. Lever, son of the man 
who Btrnck a Klondyke when he put the 
Sunlight soap on the market; and Jack 
Jones, of the Jonea Steamship and Trad- 
ing Co. 

The steel steam yacht Irene, owned by 
Col. Gamble, commodore of the Mersey 
Yacht Club, was chartered to convey 
the party to St. Michael's. The Irene is 
1,000 tons burden and draws 21 feet aft 
and 17 forward. She was built by the 
designer ol the Valkyrie, and became 
famous on account of her race with Van- 
derbilt's steam ocean greyhound. She 
has an average speed of 15 knots an hour. 
A retired captain of the Allan steamship 
line will have charge of the vessel while 
she is under charter. 

The letter of Mr. Bale states that the 
party will sail on January 15, They 
will touch at some points of interest on 
the Atlantic and FaciQc coasts, and will, 
they ezpecti reach Victoria about the 
end of March. At this city they will do 
all oi their oatfitting and will make their 
private arrangements before proceeding 
to St, Mlohaef's, where they will take a 
river steamer to Dawson Oity. Mr. Hart 
intimates in his letter that none of the 
party will do much hard labor in the 
north. The various members will, while 
hero, endeavor to get men to represent 
and work for them in the Yukon coun- 
try. It the climatic conditions of the 
country <lo not scit the young vlDKliah- 
men, or the pay dirt does not jirove as 
rich or accessible as represented, they 
will spend only a few months in the 
country, and will then return to the 
humdrum business careers mapped out 
for them by their fathers. It is expected 
that several weeks will be spent by the 
party in sight-seeing, and they may pos- 
sibly also visit the mainland.

Boldest Bsiiinate ' Yet of Tlila Sea- 
son's Kloadyke Yield— Sow . 
It Is Fignred. 



Iluudreds of People Now Detained 
at Stewart Biver— The Be- 
lief Sclieme. 



" In the aerioua consideration of the 
probability of a food shortage," Bays the 
Seattle PoBt-Intelligencer, " the magni- 
tude of the proBpective gold output of 
the Yukon baa been subordinated. Last 
year there came from the minea about 
^5,000,000. Since the greatest discpver- 
iea were made in Outober, 1890, and it 
would take until the last of the year to 
get started on the development of the 
locations, only January, Fobraary and 
March of 1897 were months devoted to 
work in the mines. At that time 
not a score of claims were developed. 
The $5,000,000, therefore, represents 
three moiitha' work on not twenty 
claims. The winter lays have been let 
on 100 cluiuiB on Bonanza creek, from 
No. 01 below to Xo. 17 above; on forty- 
seven claims on Eldorado ; on forty 
claims on Hunker; on four or live claims 
on Too jMnoh Gold and All Gold creeks, 
and on many creeks in other dietricto. 
The output of over 200 Klondyke mines 
will oomeout next spring, and estimates 
freely given by tlioso just out place the 
amount, not at lifty tons of gold, but at 
$50,000,000, or 125 tons. 

"The mooted discovery of a mother 
lode in the Klondyke is thought t^o bo 
simply a streak of remarkably rich 
quartz, being in fact a rope of gold with 
quartz tied in it. The fact that it had 
been struck was creating considerable 
excitement in the Klondyke, though, as 
the Und was made but a day or so prior 
to the departure from Dawson of those 
who reached here yesterday, they could 
give no account of the lead save from 
hearsay. It ia said to have been dis- 
covered by Frank P. Slavin, the pugilist. 
It ig a streak of live white ([uartz several 
inches wide, running across El Dorado 
creek just above claim No. 30. Thirty is 
owned by Alexander ^McDonald, and is 
recognized as one of the heaviest gold- 
producers in the country. 

" A creek promising well is Calder, 
which heads up just across the divide 
from Eldorado and runs into Quartz 
creek, in the Indian creek district. It 
was discovered last October 21, the 
- strike beioK $1.S5 to the pan. In Nov- 
ember not less than fifteen claims were 
being worked, miners from Eldorado 
having sledded across the low ridge and 
started to work with a will. On All 
Gold creek No. (U below discovery is 
paying $3.80 to the pan. On Lusky 
creek, which strikes All Gold at No. 23 
below, several claims are showing well. 
Henderson creek and all its tributaries 
are taken up. Pans of $4 to $5 are being 
taken out. 

" In coming out 300 people were passed 
at the mouth of Stewart river, afraid to 
proceed d'jwn the Yukon to Dawson. 
The difficulties in heading for the Klon- 
dyke are so much greater than in com- 
ing out that the miners on the Corona 
were unanimously of the opinion that a 
relief expedition, using what means of 
transportation they might, would un- 
questionably fail to reach the district in 
which the food shortage prevails. The 
need of additional supplies in the in- 
terior was not questioned, though the 
possibility of being able to send them in 
W.n dsc;lared next to impossible.

POWEK FKOII THE SEX. 

Thomas Edison the VTounger Has a Plan for 
Futting the Waves to New 
Work. 

New Y9KK, Jan. 17.— Thomas Edison, 
jr., has invented a machine for utilizing 
the wave power of the sea. When in 
place the machine will be 20 miles out 
at sea and oiisiat of a pair of gigantic 
air i)iimpB. The air compressed by these 
will bo used to run dynamos. 

For $25,000,000 ho can constructa plant, 
he says, that will furnish 1,000,000 
horse-power, enough to supply the en- 
tire state of New York. He says that a 
powerful B3'ndicate has the matter of 
immediate conatruclion of the plant un- 
der consideration. His plans are said 
to 1)0 practic:illy complete. 

The JOdiecn wave machine is in effect 
n series of gigantic air pumps. The pis- 
ton of i,he uMcliino stands upright on a 
platform, which is pierced by a long pis- 
ton rod. Upon the lower part of the 
jjiaton rod ia a big ll.it lloat which rests 
upon the water and ia moveable by the 
rise and fall of the sea. A wave passing 
under the float would elevate the piston, 
powerfully compressing the air already 
contained in the o^rlinder. Tiie prea- 
eufe would be trsndtuitted directly to 
the storage tank lor compressed air. Bv 
an arrangement of oscillatora Bufliciont 
air would be admitted behind the piston 
to return it quickly to its position upon 
the water, where it would be ready to 
receive the force of the next wave.

"Turiddu." As the wronged and dis- 
carded Santozza, Senorita Montanari 
gave an impassioned, impressive and 
very human study of the part, perfect 
in ita detail and— like Sig. Agostini 'a 
Turiddu— magnetic in its intensity. The 
singing of both of these principals was on 
a par with their acting, whicli is paying it 
the highest comjiliment. The others 
were no lees thorough, and the chorus 
sullicieut to tliBilomaiida upon it. _ 

The orchestra, under the direction of 
the second leader, Sig, Bielutto, was 
little leas than auiierb. Of course the 
climax of appreciation was reached when 
the immortal intermezzo wan produced 
as It never before was in this city. The 
story, vibrant with passionalo intensity, 
was told 80 plainly that the audience sat 
entranced until the last notes died away ; 
then did what has not been done in 
Victoria before in many years, if ever — 
accorded a double encore to the masterly 
musicians, and would not be satisfied 
until the intermezzo was again produced. 

In the two acta of the more familiar 
Lucia, opportunity was afforded of hear 
ing Senorita Vicini in the title role, she 
proving herself also a very capable act- 
ress and the poaacaaor of a most Ilex 
ible, educated and sympatlietic voice. 
Sig. Francescoiii was in niagnilicent 
voice as Aston; the hard worked Sig. 
Agodtini loft nothing to bo desired in 
Edgnrdo; and Sig. Girardi proved a 
Bcliolariy and dignified Bidebain. The 
melodious sextette was delightfully in 
terpreted, and encores again would have 
been insisted on had not the lateness of 
the hour and the hard work devolving 
upon the leadera of the company ap 
pealed t0 the house. 

Before the taking up of " Lucia," the 
celebrated oratorio soloist, Mme. Gen- 
evra Johnstone-Bishop, sang most effect 
ively the " I know that my Redeemer," 
from "The Messiah," acknowledging a 
hearty recall and giving the aria from 
"Gabriello" (Pisi). This lady, pro- 
nounced the greatest oratorio soprano in 
America, was a pupil of Mme. do le 
Grange, of I'dria, and FVederic Walker, 
of London ; she has been for years, and is 
still, an established favorite in all the 
cities of Eastern Canada, havingappeared 
at all the great musical festivals. Here 
she will be heard for the last time at the 
Saturday matinee, in an oratoria nambar 
and in ballads. > 

To-night "Faust" holds the boards, 
Sig. fjcolari, the basBO profundo of the 
company being heard as Mephisto. Sig 
Agostini, the premier tenor, singa the 
Faustus, and Big. Francesconi the 
Valentine. Senorita Yicini is cast for 
Marguerite.

Another big project is on foot, says the 
Rossland Miner, for supplying the mines 
of the camp with electric power. The 
promoters of the enterprise propose in 
Btalling dynamos at tlio Kootenai Jly 
draulic Mining Company's old plant on 
the Pend d 'Oreille, back of Wnneta, and 
transmitting electricity to Rossland. 
They claim that they would have a big 
advantage as the line from here to. the 
Pend d'Oreille would be only 17 miles 
long. 

The backers of the enterprise include 
a number of the shareholders in the de 
fnnct Kootenai Hydraulic Mining [Oom- 
pany, which installed the woika at 
Waneta. Extensive and elaborate works 
were put up there, with the intention of 
doing placer mimng on a big scale ; but 
although hundreds of thousands of dol 
lars were spent on the enterprise, it 
proved a dismal failure. Tradition says 
that the first and only clean-up the 
company ever made amounted only to 
some $100. Soon afterwards work was 
shut down, and the plant baa been idle 
since. The dams and channels 
stalled for uc-e in the hydraulic work 
aflbrds a raagniliceut water power, and 
by the addition of dynamos it can easily 
be converted into an electric plant. 

After the failure of the old company, 
judgments aggregating; about $16,000 
were secured against it, and the proper 
ty ia to be sold at sheriff's sale. The 
promoters of tho new enterpriBe purpose 
buying it in and utilizing it for an elec- 
tric plant. 

xVljout $170,000 has been subscribed to 
the new entorpriae, and there is still 
some 200,000 shares of stock on hand 
Orson D. Archer A Son, of Now York, 
are tho Eastern repraaontativea of the 
project. 

At the Btart-oir tho plant will have a 
capacity ol 750 horse-power, but it ia in 
tended to construct it so that an addi- 
tional 1,250 horse-power can be secured 
Besides sellii^g power to the minea here, 
the company aims to supply Ymir and 
Northport as well. Spokane people are 
lareely interested in the project, as ia R 
T. Daniel, of Trail. 



Montreal and Spokane Capital Joined i" 
Acqairing Valuable Properties. 

The interests of Messrs. F. Farrel and 
A. F. Migeon, of Butte, Montana, in 
Boundary Creek mineral claims, have 
been purchased by Messrs. Moc- 
kenzie, Mann & Holt, well-known East- 
ern Canadian railway contractors 
and capitalists, and Mr. J. E. Boss, a 
prominent mining man or Spokane. 
Tho stated consideration ia if 100,000, 
payable twenly-tive per cent, cash and 
the balance in instalments spread over a 
period of either twelve or eighteen 
months. The mining interesta em- 
braced are tho following : Two-thirds in- 
terest in the Enterpriao, in Copper camp ; 
one-fourth each in tho Montezuma, 
Phu-'uix, Rawhide and Standard, and 
seven-eighths in the Stemwinder, all in 
Greenwood camp; and three-fourths 
each in the Emma, Mattie Davis, Minnie 
Moore and Mountain Rose and half in the 
Jumbo, all in Summit camp. MesBra. 
Farrell and Migeon are alao part owners 
of tho Golden Rod and Puyallup, in 
Central camp, but, as other parties atill 
have an option on these claima they are 
for the present left out of consideration 
in tho deal under notice. It ia estimated

A ROAD ToTbOUNDAEY. 

nir. Corbin Says One Will Be Built Belore 
Long.' 

President D. C. Corbin has returned 
from a trip to British Columbia, in 
which he visited Rossland and other 
towna in the province. '"The trip," 
said he yesterday, " was merely one 
such as I frequently take over the road, 
and was for no jmrticular purpose." 
Asked as to the plans of bis company 
regardinu building a line to the west in 
the direction of the Boundary Creek 
country, he said : 

"That matter is moving along, but it 
is impoaaible to state when work will be 
commenced. Certainly the road will be 
built when the conditions justify it and 
tho proper arrangements can be made. 

"The Spokane Falls & Northern ia in 
good condition, and is doing a good busi- 
ness. For the last 10 days we have been 
hauling ore at the rate of about 200 tons 
a day from Bossland to the new Le Roi 
smelter at Northport, and will doubtless 
continue to haul considerable." 

Ttie Nelson Miner in speaking of Mr. 
Corbin'd recent visit to that town, said 
of him : 

" He thinks the idea of an export duty 
on ore is absurd, and would have a ten- 
dency to keep capital out of the country. 
It is a matter that will eventually right 
itself. Kootenay people should throw 
nothing in the way of the development 
of low grade mines. They should look 
to the building of the Crow's Nest road 
80 that cheap fuel, etc., will make smelt 
ing in British Columbia as cheap as it 
is on" the other side. When this cnn 
dition has been established, smelters 
will, in the natural course of events, be 
built in British Columbia. He looks 
forward to the day, and oonfldently be- 
lieves that it is not far distant, when 
10,000 men will be employed under- 
ground in that strip of territory lying 
between Nelson and the boundary. 
When this number ia employed ho wi 
not care to haul ore but will be well sat- 
isfied to haul supplies, etc. It is a con- 
dition that can and will be accomplished, 
and will be soon realized by the people 
working to that end. I'or general pros 
peritv, tlio people of the Kootenay should 
pin their faith to low erade properties."

LOST IN A SKOWSLIDE. 

T ie Sad Fnte of Two' IMInera in the Salmon 
Kiver District. 

The Bi)okano Spokesman-Review ol 
Sunday BajB: Charlos Wagner, a well- 
known mining man of this city, and J. 
,1. Lunz were undoubtedly buried under 
a Buowfllido at the Alabama Coi^soli- 
dated Company's property, five miles 
from Ymir, B.C., in the Salmon River 
minini; diatrict. Thev probabl; met 
tb j» aeath.I)8cemb^ 7 cr 8, but their 
b Ji iea have not beori recoyeied. Seairch- 
ing parties are diggini; away the snow in 
hopes of iindint; them. News of the 
tragedy was hrouRht to tbia city last 
evening by II. A. IVIcOIure of. Ymir, 
manager of the Salmon Biver and Por- 
cupine JliniuK Co. 

" Tilr. Wagner waB well known in the 
country," said Mr. Wagner last evening, 
" but no one at Ymir knows Lun;:. A 
key ring eupiiosed to belong to hina was 
found, and on it was ii metal tablet con- 
taiiiini; liie name and tlie fltatemetitthat 
he belonatd to a K. of P. lodge at Ka- 
c mdu, Mich. 

■* Mr. Wagner was interested in tho 
mire owned by the Consolidated Ala- 
bnma company, five railee from Ymir. 
He had been away from there and in 
Spokane for some months. Decem- 
ber (5 he arrived at Ymir from 
Spokauo with Lunz, and the two 
slept thac night at. the McLeod 
bouse. The next mornine, December 7, 
the two engaged packers and pack ani- 
mals to transport them and their outQt 
five miles to the mine. They went up 
with four or five Loreea and the packers. 
The latter loft thetn at tlie mine at noon 
that day, December 7, and came back 
to Ymir with the pack horseB. That 
was the last that haS' been Been of the 
two men. 

It is thought they were killed that 
day or the next. Their oullic was prac- 
tically undisturbed, ehowing that little 
or no food had been taken out. This 
food and the outfits were at the cabin, 
perhaps half a mile from the tunnel on 
the property, 

" Near the mouth of the tunnel, lean- 
ing against a tree, their toola have been 
found. There was a blacksmitb shop 
near the tunnel, and they had evidently 
brought their drills there to sharpen 
theru. Tho blacksmith shop bad been 
swept away, however, by a elide twenty 
feet wide, evidently tho ono that buried 
them, 

"All thio was learned by ee'drching 
parties. Further evidence that they 
had been preparing for work when sud- 
denly caught iu the slide was found in 
the cabin. There was found Mr. Wag- 
ner's coat and vest, the vest containing 
nearly $100 in money. It had been evi- 
dently thrown off to enable the owner 
to work in his shirt sleeves. A coat evi- 
dently belonging to Lunz was a'so found 
in the cabin. In it was a bunch ol keys 
with the metal tablet I spoke of attach- 
ed to the key ring. TjiB is the only 
clew to the identity of Lnnz, for none of 
UB knew him at all. Hi was a new man 
in that vicinity. 

"The firet Euepicion we bad that they 
were missing was January 10. It had 
been Mr. Wagner's habit when working 
at the property to come into camp every 
now and then. Oh bis failing to appear 
we grew Buspiciouj that all was not 
right. January 10 Harry Jackaon and 
another man went out on Bnowshoea to 
the place, and found the cabin in the 
condition I have described. Shavings 
had been made aa if to build a iireon the 
return of the men, and everything indi- 
cated they had gone out expecting to re- 
turn in a Ehort time. Jackaon and his 
companion did not discover the evi- 
dences of the slide on that trip. 

" They returned with their report, and 
the next day a dozen men went out from 
Ymir and comifaenced to investigate. 
They found evidences of the slide, which 
had razed the blacksmith shop, but 
failed to touch the tools, only a few feet 
away. They immediately began to dig 
away the el dts in hopes of finding the 
bodies. They are relieved by men from 
Ymir who co out in as large numbers as 
possible, No effort will be spared to 
brine to light the bodies. 

" When I left thia morning it wps ex- 
pected by night the elide would be all 
cleared away. The slide, we believe, 
took place the day of The slide on the 
Porto Rico, December 7. Porto Rico is 
about a mile and a half or two miles die- 
lant from the Alabama Consolidated. 
The snow in that vicinity is about five 
feet deep and the weather is soft. 

" On arriving here this evening I made 
inquiries and fonnd that Mr. Wagner 
owned the lodging hoi' so at llOl First 
avenue. He was a single man, about 40 
years old. He is well known through- 
out the country among mining men. I 
underetaml John A. l''inch is interestetl 
in the Alabama Cunaolidated, and that 
Mr. Wagner was developing it under 
EOine agreement with him."

Beulim, Jan. 11). — A significant article 
in the Cologne Gazaite asserts that, ac- 
cording to international law, Kiaochou 
ia German territory, and an attack upon 
it would enable Emperor William to de- 
clare war without coDBulting thebundee- 
rnth. The paiier Bays : 

" Furtiiermore, being loiieed territory 
in a special eenec, it rt'inaiiis aa before, 
foreign territory. Therefore commercial 
and cuetoniB treaties bel\vc;en eitlier 
China and European states or between 
Germany and other nations have no 
validity there, and conEequently foreign 
states cannot appeal to the favored 
nations claufies nor claim tho same rights 
as Ihoee granted Germany, while Ger- 
many ia in a position to regulate the 
customs and commercial relations quite 
unreservedly as she thinks fit." 

BRITAIN MAY ACT ALONE. 

Impotence of the European Concert as. to 
Cretan and Armenian Questions. 

Lo.vnoN, Jan. 19.— Mr. Chamberlain, 
secretary of state for the coloniea de- 
fended the government policy at Liver- 
pool thia evening against the attacks of 
the Liberals, and referring especially to 
the Armi nian and Cretan queptiona said : 

" Tho impotence of the European con- 
cert is a discredit to all the powers. The 
position is beGoming istoleirable and can- 
not be allowed to coatinub indefinitely'. 
Though there would be great risk in 
taking an alternative courae, it may be 
our duty — I hope it will not-— to reserve 
our right and independenco to take iao- 
lated action." 

The Standard and the Daily News will 
comment editorially to-morrow upon 
Mr. Chamberlain's statement, charac- 
t^Vizing it as most important and sig- 
nificant. 



THE COMING HOST. 

Railways Figure -on Carrylne One Hundred 
Thousand Across Continent. 

CmcAao, Jan. 18. — The western roads 
are beginning to modify their estimatea 
of the number ot people who will be 
bcuad for Yukon in the spring. The 
buaineas has already begum to move in a 
small way, but from all the evidence 
which the roads have been able to 
gather, tho total number of tickets that 
will be Bold on account of the Yukon 
business will not ha over 100,000. The 
estimates of some of tho general passen- 
ger agents would double this, but the 
chances are now that 100,000 will be the 
outside figure. 

No agreement has been reached with 
the Canadian Pacifit: regarding the dif- 
ferential rate which that road claims on 
the Yukon businees, nor is one likely to 
be reached in the near future. The 
Canadian Pacific is contracting for a 
large share of this business and will 
doubtless continue to get it no matter 
what rates are made by its competilora. 
The latter have not made any reduced 
rates aa yet, on account of the low rates 
made by the Canadian PacidC; but say 
that they will do eo aa soon aa the busi- 
nees ia sufliuiently large to warrant any 
cutting ol rates.

British Bark >;Blalrlogie" Has a

The details of the wreck of the 
Britiah bartc Blairlogie, on an island 
of the Paumatn group, -while on 
the voyage from Dslagoa bay to Astoria, 
Or., were brought by the ateamahip Ala- 
meda from Auckland on Thursday last, 
says a press despatch. After sighting 
Tahiti iNovember 22, the Blairlogie en- 
countered strong northwest gales with 
hard squalls and mnch rain. On the 
night of the 2Bth, when by dead reckon- 
ing she was 40 miles north by west from 
Mataurira, the chief oflScer noticed 
through a mist a long, low line dead 
ahead. An attempt was made to swing 
round, but she struck the reef and was 
swept broadside on the breakers. It be- 
ing impossible to launch the life bcata, 
owing to the heavy aeaa that broke ovei 
her. Captain Mackay decided to remain 
on board until daylight, when it was 
found that she was about 200 yards from 
the beach. A landing was effected and 
next day the chief engineer and a crew 
of several men got through the aurf and 
stood for Tahiti, where they reported the 
wreck to the British consul. The rest of 
the' crew were rescued by the steamer 
Oroix Da Sud, two days later. Nothing 
was saved from the wreck, even the 
ship's papers being lost in the port life- 
boat, which was swept away from the 
bark.
